1 and 2 November

6 November 

While engaged in patrol, the K-87 sighted what appeared to be a capsized 
LCM thirty-one miles off Heceta Head. Air Plot Astoria was immediately noti- 
fied. The airship stood by for two and one half hours until ordered to re~ 
turn to base. 
9 November 


The Ke7l was sent to a point three miles west of Cape Arago to assist in 
rescue operations for a downed plane, results were negative. 


13 November 

The K~119 conducted a search for the body of the pilot lost in the crash 
montioned under entry of 9 November on receipt of a report that shore lookouts 
had seen a body in the surf, results were negative.
